Tho Shah of Persia, desiring to negoti- 
ate a loan from British capitalists, and 
being rather doubtful about getting it, 
seizes an opportunity to assert his friend- 
ly feelings toward the conquerors of his 
eastern neighbor. There is general dislike 
to Persia in England, even those having 
only a general knowledge of the nation 
regarding her as a wily, weak and intrigu- 
ing power, subservient to Russia and en- 
croaching towards India. English olli- 
cials stationed in tho latter country have 
a more confirmed distrust of Persia and 
are conscious that any friendly attitude 
on her part is but tho precursor of some 
request. Still she might be useful to 
England, not by offering active resistance 
in case of a Russian inot'enieut south- 
ward, but by withholding supplies and 
refusing to assist the Czar's troops in 
crossing her territory. The Shah has 
asked for the attachment of some compe- 
tent English officers to organize and dis- 
cipline his troops, and while they could 
not make heroes of the motley hordes 
constituting the army of the " King of 
Kings," ill clad, pou'-ly fed and un- 
paid as they are, they might materi- 
ally assist England in a political 
point of view. Early in the cen- 
tury many English officers served in 
tho Persian army, buL the practice was 
discontinued on account of the jealousy of 
some of the officials of the Eastern power. 
His .Majesty has also naval ambition, anil 
it is possible some of the iron-clads Eng- 
land will he glad to get rid of may be 
soon scon on the Persian (iulf under the 
guidance of officers seeking ia a foreign 
service advancement they have wearied of 
obtaining in their own. The intluouce 
which England will thus obtain in Persia 
will be useful in quelling rumors preva- 
lent among the natives of India to the ef- 
fect that the Shah anil |Czar have a 
common policy ami hostility to- 
wards England, and that tho for- 
mer is bound to join the Russian 
monarch when the hour for the inevitable 
conflict arrives. With English officers in 
acknowledged good form at the court of 
Teheran, it would soon become known 
such reports were false and the native 
idea of the Czar's coming omnipotence in 
Oriental affairs would receive at least a 
temporary check. In view of the steady 
progress made by the Russians in Asia 
t he English at home have called fora dis- 
play of some activity in India and a ces- 
sation of the policy of standing on their 
own ground and inviting attack by a stu- 
pid immovability, and even this little 
diversion in the Shah's domain will be 
hailed as a movement in the right direc- 
I ion.

THEY PAY THE PENALTY. 

Moses Bacette and James Oaudette Hanged 
on the Hallows at Reglna. 

Rkqlna, June 13. —James Gaudette 
and Moses Racette were hanged this 
morning at twenty-two minutes and nine 
seconds past 8 o'clock, for the murder of 
Hector McLcish, near Wolseloy, N.W.T. , 
May 31, 1887. Racette protested his in- 
nocence and did not think he should bo 
hanged, as ho did not do tho shooting. 
Gaudette bore up pretty well till the 
hour of exeoution drew near. Racette 
has kept cool all the time since his arrest, 
but broke down as ho stood on the scaf- 
fold. His incoherent protestations to the 
sheriff was evidence of his oxtremo ner- 
vousness. It was thought Gaudette would 
make a statement exonerating Racette, but 
the little murderer failed to come to time. 
About 7 o'clock the usual stream of in- 
quisitive visitors began to arrive, and by 
6 the guard-room was crowded by parties 
claiming to have passports to tho scene of 
the execution. At 7:65 a guard of nine 
red coats handed the prisoners over to 
the mercies of tho Hheiil!', mid shortly 
after the police commissioner from hia 
bedroom, it is said, ordered the whole 
outfit out on the square. At 8:05 a red 
coat called for Mr. Forget, but in his ab- 
sence Mr. Gourget took from Racette a 
confession. At 8:14 the prisoners got 
through breakfast, immediately after 
which Jack Anderson, Riel's hangman, 
accompanied by the Rev. Mr. Gregory, 
Gaudette's spiritual adviser, and Father 
Graton, Moses Racette's comforter, left 
the cell and marched to the scaffold. At 
the scalfold Gaudette remained almost 
lifelesa and Racette felt his unfortunate 
position keenly. Jack Henderson strapped 
the murderers in cool shape, and while 
Pores Grr.tou and Leduc said the Lord's 
Prayer the murderers were launched into 
eternity. They died without a single 
struggle.

K.A1S1CR FREDERICK. 

The Emperor of Germany is fast ap 
preaching the end. There seems to be no 
room for hope. Bravely has he borne up 
under his terrible affliction, presenting a 
picture of patience under Buffering which 
thrills the great heart of the world to-day. 
Tho Fatherland will soon, as it now seems, 
be again plunged in anguish at the loss 
for the second time within a few months 
of its ruler, but it can point with pride to 
the unstained life of Frederick 111, his 
invincible courage, and his faith in 
the Master whom he served. While 
people everywhere are praying for his re- 
covery it is only too evident that the 
grave will soon close upon one of the 
gentlest and yet bravest spirits who lias 
ever been the guide, counsellor and friend 
of a mighty nation. 



RUSSIA'S LONG ARM. 

Another vast railway project follows 
fast on the completion of the Trans-Cas- 
pian railway. The Government at St. 
Petersburg is already considering the de- 
tails of the proposal, which is no less than 
the uniting of the extreme eastern ter- 
minus of the Russian railway system with 
tho Siberian coast on the Pacific Ocean. 
The plans for this great enterprise were 
examined at a recent sitting of tho Im- 
perial Russian Technical Society, on 
which occasion Vice-Admiral Krylotf pro- 
nounced himself in favor of the Oren- 
burg route. But according to tho Gov- 
ernment the Samara Nertschinsk route is 
to be preferred, and the majority of the 
members of the society favored this latter 
proposal. The Czar is ef the opinion 
that it should be built gradually, begin- 
ning by small sections where local circum- 
stances rentier it advisable, and construct- 
ing the rest according to requirements. 
The chief difficulties to be encountered 
do not consist in the undulations of the 
country traversed, but in the large 
rivers across which it will be necessary to 
throw bridges. The Russians would have 
preferred one of the Corean ports for a 
Pucilic railway terminus. Port Lazareff 
or tho Bay of Vozan would have suited 
them better than Vladivostok. It is 
thought our Government had an inkling 
of this when they caused Port Hamilton 
to be occupied. The new Russian railway 
will be :ibout six thousand four hundred 
kilometres long, and the cost will be ap- 
proximately 100,000,000 roubles. The 
first section projected will cover 3,500 
kilometres and will cost about 2-10,0OO,- 
000 roubles. Both for political and mili- 
tary reasons the Russians attach the ut- 
most importance to the prompt execution 
of this mighty scheme, which becomes 
the more popular as it is the more dis- 
cussed. 



EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

Tun Galloway Gazette (Tory) is our 
authority for the following good story : 
When at Balmoral the Queen heard of a 
pretty Highland lass who was said to be 
the finest dancer in the Strath. Her 
Majesty sent for her to dance before her. 
The girl did so, and the Queen was much 
charmed. The girl was rather of the 
better class, and the Queen had difficulty 
about offering her money. Her Majesty 
asked the girl what she should give her — 
what she would like. The girl (of a 
strong Tory family) replied : " The head 
of Mr. Gladstone on a charger." The 
Queen is reported to have said that she 
could give her the charger, but, as for 
the head of Mr. Gladstone, he had lost 
that yearn ago. 

Italian arclueologists, who for some 
time have been at work uncovering the 
ancient (ireek city of Sybaris, in Italy, 
have lighted upon evidences of a more 
ancient city upon which Sybaris was 
built. Tho Necropolis is in an undis- 
turbed statu and adds strong evidence to 
the belief in a high Italic civilization 
prior to the Etruscan and contemporane- 
ous with the building of the pyramids. 
Italian scientists place its decline at 1000 
B. C, and believe that its people were 
the real inventors of the pre historic walls 
which exist all over Italy where there are 
no signs of Etruscan habitation. A re- 
port shortly to be issued under the aus- 
pices of the Italian government is claimed 
to be a complete demonstration of the 
pre- Etruscan civilization. 

TllK Anglican Synod of the Diocese of 
Toronto adopted the report of the com- 
mittee appointed at the last meeting to 
take into consideration the union of the 
church in British North America. The 
report recommends that power he given 
to dioceses within the several Provinces 
of the Dominion to form themselves into 
councils. The bishops of the Provinces 
would constitute the upper house to be 
presided over by an archbishop elected by 
the bishops of the various dioceses con- 
cerned. The report further recommends 
the formation of a Dominion Synod to 
meet every live years and to be presided 
over by a Metropolitan elected by the 
archbishops. The legislation of the Pro- 
vincial Councils us set forth in the report, 
is confined to matters affecting the pro- 
vincial atiaii's of the church. The Domin- 
ion Synod in addition to being concerned 
with the standard of worship and disci- 
pline of the church would act as a court 
of appeal in cases affecting the general in- 
terests of the church, Tho committee was 
instructed to co-operate with other dio- 
ceses of the Dominion with a view to 
practical legislation. 



To tiik Editor:— Bishop Hills bavin.., 
given his cogent reasons for resigning, 
viz. : "That it would be for tho advant- 
age of the diocese that he should make 
way for a younger life, ami thai there is 
very much which should be done by a 
bishop which is not being done, the want 
of which is injurious to the interests and 
progress of the church, etc." In the face 
of such a deliberate ami serious state- 
ment, many persons would be interested 
to know oil what ground* or how the 
synod which has not been in session 
intervened, or how tho bishop could con- 
sistently consent lo their "request" in 
view of his own public ami published de- 
claration.

THE CASE OF EDITOR HAWKE. 

The Minister of .) unties liaa sent a cour- 
teous reply to Mr. P. O. Rosa, chairman 
of the mooting of Ottawa newspaper men 
held a few weeks ago in regard to the 
Hawke ease. After referring to the de- 
bate in the House on the subject, Mr. 
Thompson says: 

After what has been said I need hardly 
say that 1 cunnot agree with the views 
expressed in the Hint resolution, which 
proceed on the ground that the acts and 
conduct of judges are open to criticism 
of any kind, subject only to the ordinary 
penalties of law, enforceable by its ordin- 
ary procedure. This 1 take to be t he 
meaning of the resolution and its recitals, 
for otherwise it is misapplied to the case 
of Mr. Hawko. It is a principle that 
libels upon the character and motives of a 
judge, having relation to his acts as a 
judge, are punishable by attachment for 
contempt, if, in the opinion of tho court, 
they are of such a character as to inter- 
fere with the due administration of jus- 
tice. In the consideration of this point 
it is immaterial at what time the libels 
have been published in connection with 
the proceedings to which they relate. It 
is competent for the court to decide that 
they have interfered with the due admin- 
istration ol justice, or are likely to do so 
(as by creating contempt or want of con- 
fidence in tho mind of the public, or by 
m pairing in any other way the efficiency 
of the judge) in relation to future cases, 
as well' as in relation to matters which 
are nib judice. The second resolution 
recites that Mr. Hawke, on his arraign- 
ment at Frederioton, charged Judge Era- 
ser with having been under the influence 
ol liquor while in the discharge of his du- 
ties, and further recites that Mr. Hawke 
was not allowed by the Supreme Court of 
New Brunswick, to give evidence in proof 
of this statement. It then request* me 
to proceed to investigate thu truth 
ol the charge as made, and to take pro-

To tue Editor:- -From the proceedings

eers, and iicj external intluence, political 
importunity, or power to gratify private 
advantage, against the public good — as 
running roads up bluffs or mountains— is 
a factor in the work, which is altogether 
outside the arena of polities and inde- 
pendently conducted on scientific methods 
by competent technical experts, Thus 
no burlesques yclept roadways anywhere 
exist ; heuco the unrivalled highway sys- 
tem of ( !reat Britain and Ireland, lo 
which is appropriately added an exhaus- 
tive survey by a corps of the Royal En- 
gineers also embracing the isometric or 
altitude lines, omployed when roads 
are being projected, and a perpetual 
revision over goes on, giving ad- 
ditions up to date, the whole form- 
ing a national work of vast magnitude and 
detail, unequalled by any other nation ami 
only nearly approached by the govern- 
ment survey of Belgium - that interesting 
country— which is, however, plotted on a 
larger scale. Now it could not be even 
thought that such complex machinery 
would bo possible to any colony, but it is 
reasonable to conceive, in the light of ex- 
perience, for Homo points the principle in 
its elemental forms, at least, might be in- 
troduced with advantage.

In the past three years the deserted 
and divorced wife has been a constant 
source of annoyance to tho neighbors from 
tho frequency of rows on her premises 
caused through moil v isiting there, anil by 
the exercise on the part of the aforesaid 
Mine. Dresdovictb of a shrewish and vul- 
gar tongue. Her children are ill-looked- 
aftor, and from the unhappy training 
they have received are not much of a con- 
solal ion to their maternal authority. 
Through whipping and threats they have 
acquired the habit of crying and yelling 
in a frightful manner for hours at a time, 
much to the annoyance of the aforesaid 
neighbors. 

Mine. Dresdovitch has I u in the 

habit of renting rooms in her small habi- 
tation, in one of which lived a (ier- 
loaii named Win. Muller, the defendant 
in the police court case yesterday. Sam- 
uel M. Swartz, the complainant in 
the case, is a young gentleman from San 
Francisco, registered al the Clarence. 
Instructed by M. Dresdovitch, he called 
on Tuesday forenoon al the residence of 
the divorced wife for the purpose of en- 
quiring into I he condition and disposition 
of the three children. While Mr. Swart it, 
who wore a silk bat and is altogether a 
very prciio.sses.Mo-_; young man, was con 
I versing with Mine. Dresdovitch in the 
trout room, the aforesaid M ullor overheard 
I them, and becoming jealous and fearing 
that be would be supplanted, he entered 
Lhe room and into an altercation with 
the complainant, and ended by striking 
I hi in over the head and tiring him out of 
[ the door bareheaded, followed by the de 
I fondant and the woman. Eye-witnesses 
• if the incident slate that there was an 
! exciting time, with children howling, dogs 
; barking, and the t iceman and other lan 
guages being thrown about in a violent 
j manner. Mr. Swart n entered a complaint 
against Muller, who was lined S20 and 
ci isi h by .1 edge Richards. 

During the course of the examination 
M tiller stated that he bad been living with 
Mine. Dresdovitch and provided money 
for her and her family's sustenance. The 
woman called him a bar and averred be- 
fore heaven thai he had never lived in 
her house. She speaks al tho rate of 
about 300 words to the minute, anil it was 
with difficulty that the court could under- 
stand her, and it also need an air-brake to 
gel her stopped when mice she bad 
started. The evidence all through was 
not of a savory character, and placed 
Mine. Dresdovitch and Mynheer Muller in 
a very unpleasant light indeed. Having 
h'ul their actions published through the 
medium of the police court, it is trusted 
they will endeavor to lead a quieter if not 
a better life, as the police will likely 
keep an otlicial eye upon their behavior.

This would be a 
great boom to the mines and would be of 
the greatest, assistance in developing these 
very promising lodes. 

Mr. Morris went in by way of Sica- 
mous, through Spallumchecn to Vernon, 
Okauagon Mission ami feiiticton, ami 
returned by way of .Nicola Valley and 
Kam loops. 

Al Rovelst.oko there is great excite- 
ment over the Toad mountain mines. V, 
J. II nine will have his "catamaran" ready 
by the 1st, of July, when it will ply be- 
tween Rovolstoke and Sprout's landing, 
126 miles down the Columbia. The Toad 
Mountain mines are about 18 miles from 
I he latter landing.
